For American workers the lessons of the present are clear as daylight. We know that the wretchedness 
of our brothers overseas is the direct result of their surrender or the robbery of their rights as citizens and

Fire Fighters 
In San Jose 
Out of AFL 


Organized Labor to Refuse 
' Support to Firemen Not 
Affiliated with Union 


At a recent meeting of the 
fire fighters’ local in San Jose, 
the membership voted to with- 
draw from the international 


union. The vote was taken, ac- 
cording to A. F. of L. officials, be- 
cause the fire fighters thought 
they had nothing in common with 
the American Federation of Labor 
or organized labor in general. 

Only a short time ago the fire 
fighters, while affiliated with the 
A. F. of L. in San Jose, were suc- 
cessful in receiving a raise in 
wages; during their campaign for 
the wage increase they had the full 
support of the organized labor 
movement, Leaders of organized 
labor appeared before the city 
council at San Jose and carried the 
wage fight to a successful conclu- 
sion. 


In all political campaigns the 
membership of organized labor has 
always, and always will, support 
the fire fighters. In San Jose the 
fire fighters have better working 
conditions than any other city of 
its size in America. With a retire- 
ment system, based upon a sound 
financial basis, being worked out 
with the help of organized labor, it 
is rather hard to figure just why 
the firemen in San Jose are “slap- 
ping” organized labor in the face 
by withdrawing from its member- 
ship. 

“Organized labor is getting 
rather tired of word of mouth 
support,” a leading A. F. of L. 
official in San Jose said this 
week when told about the fire 
fighters’ attitude. “The fire 
fighting profession now has an 
international association of 
their own where they can give 
support to organized labor, 
short of the strike and boycott. 
San Jose firemen, however, are 
overlooking this fact and want 
to paddle their own canoe. Tf 
this is their attitude then or- 
ganized labor will not support 
them when called upon to do so. 
“Firemen are no different than 

anyone else. If they refuse to af- 
filiate with the union then they are 
subject to the same treatment as a 
non-union man. They are not en- 
titled to the A. F. of L.’s support.” 


Labor Day Made Legal 
Holiday by Congress 


The law making the first Monday 
in September of each year a legal 
holiday was enacted by congress in 
1894. Identical bills to this effect 
were introduced in the house of 
representatives by Representative 
Amos J. Cummings, of New York 
city, and in the senate by Senator 
James H. Kyle of South Dakota. 
The bill passed both houses unan- 
imously and was signed by Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland on June 28, 
1894.

A large, fully equipped army in the United States, as part of the 
strongest possible national defense machine, does not carry a threat of 
dictatorship in this country. But it does carry a threat to dictatorships 
in other countries. That threat is: “Hands off the Americas.” 

The American Federation of Labor favors the mobilization of as great 
and powerful an American army as is necessary for total defense. The 
American Federation of Labor does not want to be identified with the 
isolationists, obstructionists, cranks and communists who are frantically 
trying to block the defense program,

In opposing the Burke-Wadsworth conscription bill, President William 
Green made it perfectly clear that the American Federation of Labor is 
ready and willing to support conscription the moment the president of 
the United States declares that voluntary enlistment is inadequate and 
that the drafting of men for military training is essential to the national 
welfare. 

Until the president declares such an emergency exists and until he 
states what the man-power needs of the nation are, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor believes that the voluntary enlistment method should 
be given a fair trial. 

ONE MOTIVE—PATRIOTISM 

We believe this policy represents the views of the American workers. 
We do not believe there is the slightest justification for newspaper com- 
ments that the American Federation of Labor has “joined” the CIO in 
opposing conscription. It has done nothing of the kind. The CIO oppo- 
sition to conscription is not sincere or patriotic. The CIO has made it 
plain that it is playing the communist party game in fighting conscrip- 
tion or any other defense move. When John L. Lewis declares on the 
public platform that the purpose of conscription is to give the president 
so large an army that he can establish dictatorship in this country, Mr. 
Lewis is stating charges that the American Federation of Labor consid- 
ers treasonous. 

Let us make this clear. The American Federation of Labor is not and 
never will be allied with the CIO, the communist party or any other sub- 
versive group on any matter affecting the safety of the United States. 

The policy of the American Federation of Labor is shaped according to 
the wishes of the five million workers it represents and is guided by one 
paramount motive—patriotism. 

Let us all realize that the people of the United States are no longer 
immune to what is happening in Europe. As long as dictatorship reigns 
over Europe, the freedom of America is not secure. It cannot be. As 
long as Hitler remains powerful, he is a threat to this country. Let no 
one doubt that. 

Another fact must be faced by the American people. We cannot afford 
to let Great Britain be crushed by the nazi war machine. At this moment, 
England and her fleet are all that stand between Hitler and the shores 
of America, 

NO FIGHTING IN EUROPE 

Under these circumstances, common sense should tell us that it is a 
vital part of our national defense to render every assistance possible to 
Great Britain, short of entry into the war, in her hour of need. Even if 
we wanted to enter the war, we could not because we are not prepared 
for war and because there is no possibility of Americans ever again 
fighting in Europe. 

But England needs planes. She needs ships. We have them, planes and 
ships that will be outmoded by the time the defense construction pro- 
gram begins to produce new and more modern ones. Possibly what little 
|help we can afford may turn the tide of battle. But even if it serves only 
|to delay Hitler’s onward march until we are ready to match his force 
with greater force, it seems utterly practical and reasonable for us to 
jextend all the assistance we can to England now. 


This policy is assailed in certain quarters of our country and by cer- 
| tain interests as ‘‘war-mongering.” It is nothing of the sort. It is, rather, 
|“insurance” against war. 

| When Ambassador Eullitt frankly stated in a recent radio speech that 
|war is headed our way if Hitler conquers Britain, and when he urged 
jimmediate aid to Britain for that reason, a certain senator immediately 
|hurled accusations of “treason” against Mr. Bullitt. 

| We do not question the patriotism of this senator any more than we 
doubt Mr. Bullitt’s patriotic motives. But we do think the senator stands 
|self-confessed as a stupid obstructionist. 


Teachers’ Union Defeats Red 
Bloc; George S. Counts Victor 


By a vote of two to one, the slate 
headed by Professor George S. 
Counts of Teachers’ college, Colum- 
bia university, was swept into of- 
fice at the convention of the Amer- 
ican federation of teachers. Profes- 
sor Counts was elected to succeed 
himself. 

The platform on which Professor 
Counts and his ticket were elected 
called for an adequate national de- 
fense, protection of labor standards, 
adequate representation of labor in 
the scheme of national defense, the 
most rapid possible absorption of 
the unemployed, préservation of 
the social security laws, mainte- 
nance of educational standards of 
academic freedom and preservation 
of civil liberties. 

“All of these are integral factors 
in adequate defense,” the platform 
said, “and are essential to the pres- 
ervation and  upbuilding of the 
morale of the people of the nation. 
We are opposed to totalitarian 
ideologies which negate the funda- 
mental concepts of democracy and 
we condemn the wars of aggres- 
sion for imperialist ends by the to- 
talitarian nations be they fascist, 
nazi or communist. These are de- 
structive of the idea of a society of 
free men for which we stand proud- 
ly and with a determination to de- 
fend. 

“In relation to our own union we 
stand unequivocally for the right of 


Strikes Declining; 
Unions Get Credit 


When economic activity is on the 
upgrade, strikes usually mount, too. 
This year, however, though indus- 
tries are booming, strikes are de- 
clining. 

One of the big factors in the re- 
versal of the customary trend is 
that unions have grown stronger 
and collective bargaining has be- 
come more firmly established un- 
der protection of the Wagner act, 
the national labor relations board 
declared this week. 

The last big strike wave occurred 
in the year ending June 30, 1937, 
when business was rapidly climb- 
ing, but during which the Wagner 
act had not yet been upheld by the 
supreme court. 

Compared to that period, strikes 
have dropped nearly 50 per cent in 
the past year, while days of idle- 
ness caused by the walkouts fell 
by over 66 per cent, the board 
pointed out.

any citizen, including members of 
the American federation of teach- 
ers, to hold any view on political 
and social questions and to mem- 
bership in any legal political party, 
but we strongly condemn and op- 
pose any attempt at manipulation 
of the American federation of 
teachers, or its program and poli- 
cies by a communist group, or any 
group whose activities in the union 
are directed primarily toward fur- 
thering the ends of agencies, for- 
eign and domestic, external to the 
union and its policies.” 

In addressing the convention 
President Green demanded that the 
American federation of teachers 
clean its ranks of communists and 
“fellow-travelers.” He promised 
that if the convention did so the 
1,000 central trades bodies of the 
A. F. of L. and state federations in 
the forty-eight states would back 
the American federation of teach- 
ers in its objectives of organizing 
the teachers of the country. 

One immediate consequence of 
the victory of the Counts group, it 
was stated, will be a “house clean- 
ing” in Local 5 in New York city. 

A statement made here _ by 
George Googe, personal representa- 
tive of President Green at the con- 
vention, declared that the election 
of the Counts group “opens the road 
for a mass organization of the 
teachers of the United States along 
lines paralleling the purposes of 
the American Federation of Labor.”

BUILDING TRADES 
HAS FINE 
AGREEMENT 


All Trades Crafts Under 
Stabilization Agreement 
In County 


During the past year the Build- 
ing and Construction Trades Coun- 
cil of Alameda county has made 
splendid gains for the building 
trades workers. 

For two years the council and its 
affiliated unions have been work- 
ing under a stabilization agree- 
ment with the contractors and 
builders; this agreement will be 
signed again shortly. 

Nowhere in the United States do 
building trades mechanics enjoy 
the working conditions that prevail 
in Alameda county. The stabiliza- 
tion agreement calls for a strictly 
closed shop, union wages of the 
various crafts, the 5-day week and 
double time for overtime. The 
crafts working the six and’ seven- 
hour day continue the same under 
the contract. 

Some 43 unions are covered by 
the agreement. Individual agree- 
ments will expire the same day as 
the stabilization agreement. 


Tri-State Labor 
Groups to Fight 
Anti-Labor Laws 


Washington and Oregon 
Ask for Organizers 


Two concrete recommendations 
came out of the tri-state confer- 
ence held last week in Seattle 


among the representatives of the 
Oregon State Federation of Labor, 
the California State Federation of 
Labor, and the Washington State 
Federation of Labor. 

They were: 

1. That a tri-state legislative 
committee, composed of the ex- 
ecutive officers of the three 
labor federations, be established 
to combat anti-labor legislation 
and advocate pro-labor meas- 
ures. 

2.That the _ international 
unions be requested to place 
organizers in Washington and 
Oregon, to be stationed in those 
states until the organizing job 
be completed. 


Those present at tne conference 
were: Paul E. Gurske and D. E. 
Nickerson, president and secretary, 
respectively, of the Oregon State 
Federation of Labor; Jim Taylor, 
president of the Washington State 
Federation of Labor; C. J. Hag- 
gerty and Edward D. Vandeleur, 
president and secretary, respective- 
ly, of the California State Federa- 
tion of Labor; and Meyer L. Lewis, 
western representative of the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor. The 
conference was called by resolu- 
tions adopted by the Washington 
and Oregon federations.

For the first time in the coun- 


try’s history, the total of federal 
employes listed under civil service 
has risen above the million mark, 
exceeding alike the world war 
mark of 917,960, and the previous 
all-time “high” of 987,857 reached 
in December. 


Employment in the executive 
branch during the last half of June,

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“Save America by Bolstering 
Unions, Green Tells Workers 


A. F. of L. President’s Message Stresses Dependence 


Of Democracy on Free Trade Unions 
By WILLIAM GREEN 


President, American Federation of Labor 


In these moving times when that which gives value to our lives and 
civilization lies in the balance, the observance of Labor day takes on a 
new solemnity and a new obligation. Labor day is in Labor's economic 
world what independence day is in our political life. Labor day typifies 
the status which labor has secured through union organization. For the 
wage earner finding the union means finding the way to those indus- 
trial rights which are the basis for justice and freedom in that impor- 
tant part of life spent in earning a livelihood. We know that if we exer- 
cise political freedom we must also have economic freedom. The trade 
union is labors’ economic declaration of independence. 

The union assures that basic right—representation. Through represen- 
tation the union can present its views, influence decisions, and suggest 
ways and means for dealing with problems. The right to representation, 
whether in law courts, in political bodies, in special groups or in deci- 
sions on work terms and standards, is the provision essential to indi- 
vidual initiative and feeling of justice and self-reliance. Representation 
implies rights and status and lays the foundations for a continuous pro- 
gram for betterment. 


Representatives must be designated by those represented. This alone 
can give them authority to act. 


Free trade unions and democratic institutions are inseparable and 
grow from the same ideals of liberty. 


Liberty cannot be given to any individual, group or nation. It must be 
achieved and maintained by those concerned. This implies responsibility 
and discipline on the part of those who are members and officials of 
free organizations as well as those who constitute a democratic people. 
We can be sure of preserving our rights only as we exercise them wisely 
and resist encroachments on them. 

By common consent priority has now been granted to defense produc- 
tion. One and all agree that we can fight a revolution of destruction only 
with force. The keys to defense equipment are adequate air force, mech- 
anized troops and ships. Our problem is to get equipment with the speed 
necessitated by the imminent danger. 

Manufacturers and producers planning to undertake production re- 
quired for our defense program, have been united on two demands: 
First, that their industries should be allowed to write off the cost of 
plant expansion for defense production within five years with allow- 
ances for depreciation and obsolescence; and secondly, the elimination 
of restrictions upon hours of work because of an alleged labor shortage. 
In the case of munitions the government is planning to build the plants 
and lease them to the producing companies. 


In accord with this background of protection for manufacturers 
against undue costs, are legal regulations to pay workers overtime in 
excess of the maximum standard of 40 hours provided by the Walsh- 
Healey act and 42 hours in the fair labor standards act. The regulation 
does not prohibit longer hours but insures workers against long hours 
at undue expense to them. 

On Labor day 1940 we can rejoice in progress even during a period of 
depression and conflict. Our union membership is at an all-time peak. 
Employed workers have made progress despite the depression. Approx- 
imately 700,000 union workers have gained the 30-hour week while the 
average work week for all dropped from 50 to 40; hourly earnings in- 
creased 20 per cent in dollars and 45 per cent in purchasing power. But 
progress for the employed is offset by the number unemployed who are 
denied places to earn a living in our business structure. When we learn 
that during these decades productivity has increased 50 per cent, we 
realize that upon a return to normal conditions the 30-hour week must 
be established for all and that industries must be expanded to capacity 
to provide work opportunities for all and the materials for higher stand- 
ards of living for all. As labor costs per unit of output have decreased 
25 per cent, wage increases could without difficulty much more nearly 
approximate the increase in productivity. Sustaining purchasing power 
in the hands of workers’ families is necessary to maintain production at 
capacity. And this is the basic step in solving unemployment which is 
our major and most imperative problem blocking the way to prosperity 
in peace and unity for national defense. 


Upon the organized trade union movement rests the responsibility for 
maintaining labor standards for the maintenance of progress for labor 
and prosperity for the whole nation. It is our duty and our mission to 
maintain standards as our economic and social service, and to preserve 
our free trade unions as an organization necessary to government and 
justice in industry and to democracy in our political government. 


The labor movement in the United States, the oldest labor movement 
of the western hemisphere, has a responsibility for helping to preserve 
free unions in the new world. Without free unions democracy and liberty 
cannot exist. This solemn duty rests upon the individual members of all 
unions. Labor day 1940 should constitute a day of rededication and plan- 
ning to carry out this high purpose. 


If you can’t say something good about your union don’t say 
anything. The union has made it possible for many things other- 
wise you would be without. It pays to belong to an AFL union.

MACHINISTS HIKING

Nearly Every Contract Signed 
By Union During Week 
Yielded Higher Wages 


Nearly every contract negotiated 
this week by lodges of the interna- 
tional association of machinists 
yielded a wage increase. 

A 100 per cent batting average 
was scored in Seattle, where pacts 
signed with 25 auto dealers, eight 
trucking firms and three motor- 
cycle companies called for pay 
boosts. 

Similarly, in New Orleans, La., 
the union renewed a pact with 14 
machine shops. providing wage 
gains of over $2 a week for every 
employe. 

A like showing was made in 
many other cities. Wage scales 
were leveled up, long hours were 
reduced, and paid vacations were 
obtained in most instances.
